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Fire Chief's Report 


This year our department has been very active in many different 
ways. 


First, we had approximately 20 calls for various fires. There were 
two major fires, the old livery stable in the rear of the Colrain Inn and 
the barns at Marshall Fairbanks’ farm. 


The department was also called by the Mutual Aid System to send 
our high pressure pumper and men to Greenfield on Easter Sunday for 
a terrific forest fire, also to Lake Pleasant for another large forest fire, 
to Shelburne for a forest fire and the barn at the Koch farm, and to 
Heath for a forest fire. 


Our department went to the Fireman’s Muster at Greenfield Fair 
and won second place in a midnight alarm race. 


The ambulance was called out several times during the past year. 
We traded the Cadillac for a 1949 Buick. This came equipped with a 
new style bed, oxygen tanks, and many other new features. We have 
over 250 subscribers from Colrain, Heath, Halifax, and Leyden. 


The fire department took part in the Civil Defense, Sector 4D Fire 
Battalion trial exercise, which sent our 250 gallon pumper to Deerfield, 
there joining other members of the battalion and proceeding along a 
mapped route. 


The department purchased two new firemans uniforms, boots, 500 
feet of hose, a portable battery charger, and 4 Indian Pumps. 


During the past year our International truck pump broke down. The 
pump had some work done on it but still is in need of more repairs. 
This pump is going on twelve years old and many parts are worn. The 
portable pump also is in need of some repairs. Aside from these repairs, 
we feel we can get along without any new equipment for the next year. 
But I do recommend fixing the pumps this year. 


In October, Chief Gray resigned and I was appointed by the Select- 
men to fill this vacancy until the new year.

Report of The Librarian 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1957. 


A total of 222 books were added to the Library last year. We have 
purchased 209 books, 78 adult fiction, 58 adult non-fiction and 73 juveniles, 
received as gifts 13 books and have discarded 60 books. Included among 
the memorial gifts was a book from the neighbors of the late Harry 
Gilderdale given in his memory and a book given by his granddaughter, 
Miss Barbara Gilderdale, also two books from Clarke Maynard of Wil- 
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mington, Delaware in memory of his mother and aunt, former Colrain 
residents, as has been his custom for many years. Other gift donors 
were Mrs. Evelyn Pennegar, Mrs. Charles Mayer, Richard Winston and 
Gerald Kinsey. Reference material purchased include 9th edition of 
Children’s Catalog, A.L.A. Booklist, World Almanac, World Book Annual 
Supplement with Binder, Abridged Reader’s Guide and Wilson Bulletin. 
In connection with our regular magazines we have had gifts of “Life”, 
“Time”, “Saturday: Review’, “Holiday”, “Coronet”, “Saturday Evening 
Post”, “Yankee” and “New York Times Book Review”. 


There has been an increase in juvenile reading and a total of 130 
Five-book and 8 Honor reading certificates have been given to pupils of 
Central School as follows: Grade IV, 23 Five-book and 2 Honor, Grade 
V, 22 Five-book, Grade VI, 62 Five-book and 6 Honor and Grade VIII, 
23 Five-book. 


_ The Library circulation was 5,767, adult 2,646, juvenile 3,121. Book- 
mobile circulation 4,107, adult 1,833, juvenile 2,274, making a_ total 
circulation in town of 9,874. We have had 34 new registrations. 


The Book Committee have met monthly with the exception of July 
and December and have tried as far as possible to select books that 
would interest all types of readers, and would welcome any suggestions 
as to purchase or requests to be made to the Regional Library Center 
in Greenfield. 


The pupils of both High and Central Schools have used the Library 
for research more than usual this year and the Encyclopedia Britannica 
which we purchased a year ago has been of valuable assistance. 


Miss Gwendolyn Vannah, in January, gave Book Reviews to grades 
five through eight, completing those given the previous December, and 
again during Book Week in November and first week in December of 
this year came three mornings for Story Hours and Book Reviews, and 
also went to the home of Carol Purington for an extra session. New 
children’s books were on display at this time. 


The new bookcase in the children’s room has filled a long felt need 
and should allow quite a bit of expansion for purchase of books for that 
room. The adult department also has need of more shelf room and the 
card catalog is badly overcrowded. 


We are indebted to Mrs. Evelyn Pennegar for autumn display at the 
Library and to Byron Scott for bouquets of flowers at various times. 


Again the Librarian wishes to express appreciation to the Trustees 
for the co-operation which they have given her in her work.

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Veteran’s Service Report 


To the Selectmen of Colrain: 


Herewith is my thirteenth annual report at Director of Veterans’ 
Services and Veterans’ Agent for the ten towns of the Western Franklin 
District. 


Requests for Service during 1957 totalled 903. Thirty-one boys 
registered for Selective Service and Seventy-three veterans applied for 
Medical and Hospital treatment. Compensation for war-service com- 
pensation was applied for by Eighteen veterans. Assistance was given 
in connection with Thirty-eight applications for pensions by veterans 
with non-service total disabilities. One Hundred and Ninety-four requests 
were received for photostatic copies and we made One Thousand and 
Thirty-three prints. 


Twenty-six new applications were taken for assistance under the 
provisions of Chapter 115. During the past year, Thirty-three families, 
a total of 108 people received assistance under this law, for a total expense 
of $19,011.96. We now have 23 active cases. 


We have folders for One Thousand Seven Hundred and Seventeen 
veterans of all wars and have, in our card files, the names, dates of birth 
and enlistment for all these, together with the same for recent enlistments. 
Work has been done on permanent records, as time allowed. 


The total expense for administration of the District Office was 
$5,595.62. This amount was divided among the ten Towns, in accordance 
with provisions of Chapter 599, of the Acts of 1946, in proportion to their 
assessed valuation. 


The Contact Office of the Veterans’ Administration has been obliged 
to discontinue itinerant service since October, in spite of our appeal to 
the Regional Office, but we still have fine co-operation from the Contact 
Representative, Mr. Edward A. O’Neil, on all referrals. 


The continued interest of the Town Representatives in the District 
is very encouraging and is much appreciated.

I welcome this opportunity to report on the status of public education 
in the Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne School Union and to present 
certain suggestions which I believe will be helpful for the youth and 
adults of these communities. 


I am honored to have been asked to serve as school administrator for 
the three towns. It is my hope that my training and studying, my home 
life, my teaching, administrative, and supervisory experience will be of 
assistance to me in my new position. Perhaps it is fortunate that much 
of my experience has been gained serving and living in communities of 
a similar size to those in this School Union. 


I hope you are aware that our schools in Buckland, Colrain, and © 
Shelburne compare, in many respects, very favorably with good schools 
in other Massachusetts communities. This is especially evident in the 
quality of the teaching personnel, undoubtedly, the most important pre- 
requisite of a good school. The willingness of the three towns to provide 
sufficient funds to purchase adequate books, supplies, and materials for 
the aid of the school faculties is a contributing factor. 


Physical plants of the caliber of the relatively new Colrain Central 
School and the now under construction Buckland-Shelburne Regional 
Elementary School leave little to be desired. The contemplated Mohawk 
Trail Regional School will provide the Union’s towns with outstanding 
buildings, second to none. 


However, these handsome structures cannot provide the best type of 
education by themselves. They cannot do the full and difficult job of 
educating our children properly, if staffed with poorly qualified faculties. 
We are fortunate, at present, to have a nucleus of fine, experienced 
teachers. They are doing, without proper recognition in many instances, 
a sincere and devoted job of teaching the children of the three towns. 


Their recognition should be more than just a financial one. They 
should be commended personally by the parents of the children they teach 
and by other citizens. We intrust our most treasured possessions to the 
teachers for the greater part of their waking hours during their most 
formative years. If the children are to realize the maximum benefit from 
the opportunities being offered them there must be the closest possible 
working cooperation between the home and the school. To accomplish 
this, parent and teacher must understand each other and have a thorough 
knowledge of the objectives sought by the home and the school. 


The mutual understanding mentioned in the previous paragraph is, in 
part, accomplished through a knowledge of the school by the parent and 
a knowledge of the home by the teacher. Do not wait until the school 
principal or your child’s teacher requests that you come to school for a 
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conference. Initiate such a conference yourself, giving concrete evidence 
of your interest to the child and the teacher. Visit the school, to better 
understand it and the program it has prepared for your child. Do not 
depend upon your recollection of what school was when you attended. 
Do not depend, solely, upon your child’s version of incidents for a com- 
plete picture of his school. Call your child’s teacher, make an appoint- 
ment to visit school when it is in session and above all discuss, in private, 
your child and his progress with his teacher. This visit can have a 
great influence upon your child’s adjustment to the school and his success 
or failure in the school situation. 


In the elementary schools our classroom teachers, as a whole, are 
doing very creditable work presenting material, guiding pupils evaluating 
progress, and initiating follow-up procedures to stimulate the children. 
This is done in the traditional 3-R’s as well as other subject areas, 
including; Science, Art, Social Studies, Music, and Physical Education. 
These teachers are further assisted by the Art, Music, Penmanship, and 
Reading Supervisors and Specialists who lend their special talents in 
specific areas to stimulate and enhance pupils’ and teachers’ understand- 
ings. You are perhaps aware, our philosophy concerning a special subject 
supervisor’s responsibility is more than instruction to the child. These 
specialists have the equally important obligation to guide and advise the 
classroom teacher in the best approaches to the special subjects so that 
the classroom teacher is ever improving in that area. 


The methods, materials, and techniques used in the elementary 
(K-VIII) classrooms, in most cases, compare favorably with their coun- 
terparts in good schools throughout the Commonwealth. The values of 
our policy to encourage teachers to take courses designed to improve 
their work with children is evident as one visits in the schools. The 
best methods of earlier years combined with the most worthwhile of the 
more recent methods provide the desired type of learning experiences for 
the pupils. 


In the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades we are continuing the policy 
of allocating certain subjects to certain teachers. The values of this 
type of departmentalization include; the opportunity for pupils to study 
with teachers instructing them in their (the teachers) strongest subject 
areas and it provides the child with an opportunity to become accustomed 
to working with several instructors during one school year. This last 
is a conditioning feature for the high school years 


At the secondary level (Grades IX-XII) we have continued to be 
fortunate in providing teachers with ability, and perhaps of equal im- 
portance, adults who have a genuine interest in their students’ progress 
at the Academy and in the years beyond graduation. It has been my 
observation that certain other Massachusetts’ communities are not as 
fortunate in this respect. 


These capable and dedicated teachers help greatly to make up, at 
least in part, for what we may lack in our physical plant. The opportunity 
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given our high school students to work in small groups with instructors 
and administrators who know them personally is a factor in the success 
of those who go on to further education as well as those whose formal 
education terminates with graduation from Arms. Our full time guidance 
counsellor continues to be an outstanding part of our high school program. 


With the ever increasing demand for persons trained in scientific 
areas it is comforting to note the interest shown by many students at 
Arms in the fields of physics, chemistry, and higher mathematics. The 
teachers’ encouragement is a considerable factor in fostering this interest. 


To further strengthen and stimulate our elementary teachers we 
have, with the aid of the State Department of Education and several 
nearby communities, held a one day workshop on improvement of in- 
struction in Social Studies. Experts were brought to the meeting from 
various parts of the state to take part in small group sessions and to 
address the entire group. The intentions of the meeting included the 
sharing of ideas to improve our presentation of Social Studies. Later 
in the year, the publisher of our basic reading series provided teachers 
in the three towns with an opportunity to observe that firm’s Reading 
Consultant as she demonstrated working with groups of children. 


In the months to come the four principals and I have made plans 
for a committee, representing teachers at all grade levels to evaluate our 
present science curriculum and make recommendations to strengthen our 
offerings in this subject. Impetus for this work will be partially pro- 
vided through the use of a visiting science instructor who will demonstrate 
classroom methods and techniques at the elementary levels. Later, a 
general meeting for all elementary teachers as well as certain of the 
high school teachers will be arranged to provide further demonstrations 
of improved techniques in science instruction. 


The success of the courses given our teachers at the conclusion of 
the regular school year has prompted the possibility that more of these 
courses will be offered in the near future. 


At this time I draw the attention of all citizens to the variety of 
courses offered at high school, college, and graduate student levels by 
the State Department of Education. Many of these courses are available 
on a correspondence basis while others are given at North Adams State 
Teachers College and the University of Massachusetts. Tuition is reason- 
able and veterans of the Armed Forces, in many cases, are given free 
instruction. 


Although none of us ever finds it pleasant to contemplate the expend- 
iture of increased amounts of money, if we are to provide the type of 
education our children need and are entitled to, such increases are nec- 
essary now, and quite possibly, for some years to come. Reasons for 
this include: larger school enrollments, more students remaining in school 
through high school and college, general rises in the cost of all consumer 
goods and services, and the belated recognition that if we are to have

the best teachers we must pay more for their services in competition 
with industry and other communities. 


As we read and interpret the information coming to us relative to 
another great nation making strides to pass us in scientific and industrial 
development we must be careful not to become panicky but rather to 
direct our efforts toward strengthening our Nation through wise and 
prudent measures. Over concentration on the development of faster and 
more destructive missiles will be valueless if we do not strive to improve 
and strengthen ourselves in many essential ways. All of this will take 
large expenditures of public and private funds. 


The requests of the School Committees for increased funds is part 
of our program to provide the best education possible for our youth. 


While we do not agree with many of the objectives of the U.S.S.R. 
in education and other areas we cannot help but be impressed by the fact 
that Russia devotes 10% of its National Income to education (Education 
in the USSR, 1957, U. S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C.) 
while we in the United States utilize only 48% of our National Income 
for schooling (Education in the USSR, 1957, U. S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D. C.) Since our traditional policy of providing 
the largest percentage of our school costs from local real estate taxes is 
now burdening us almost to the limit, we need to investigate other more 
flexible sources of revenue. This search to provide new funds for the 
support of education, I feel, should be a primary responsibility of our 
State Legislature. 


A word of explanation will be helpful to the citizens of Buckland 
and Shelburne as you study the budgets planned for your communities 
for the calendar year 1958. The regular school budget for each town is 
designed to provide the needs of the boys and girls in the kindergarten 
through the twelfth grade for the period January 1, 1958 through August 
31, 1958. It also provides for the expenditures needed by grades VII 
through XII from September 1, 1958 through December 31, 1958, 


The Buckland-Shelburne Regional School Budget is planned to pro- 
vide funds for the operation of the Kindergarten and Grades I through 
VI of the two towns from September 1, 1958 through December 31, 1958. 
This arrangement will be in effect regardless of the completion date of 
the new building. 


Increases in ‘the School Budgets requests are occasioned, for the 
greater part, by increased prices for materials and supplies and already 
agreed upon adjustments in the teachers’ salaries. 


Certain allocations of amounts in the Buckland-Shelburne Regional 
Budget have been set up as estimates since there is no more accurate 
way to determine certain costs of operation for a building not yet in 
service. However, various other allocations for the new school are based 
upon our operating the same grades in other buildings. The Committee 
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has also been helped in this planning by the architect's recommendations 
and the experience of the Town of Greenfield in operating a new building 
of similar proportions, the Four Corners School. Thus we have been 
able to get some insight into probable expenses for heat, lighting, and 
custodial services. 


As the Committee plans for the opening of this splendid new school 
it will appreciate the patience of the two communities. This building, a 
new venture for Buckland and Shelburne is almost without precedent at 
the elementary level in this State and as such will demand certain 
allowances and revisions in our thinking and planning. The faculty, it 
is hoped, will be composed of those teachers already serving the two 
towns in like positions. While the overall supervision will continue the 
responsibility of the Superintendent of Schools, the direct administration 
and supervision of the building will be the duty of a Supervising Principal 
unhampered by a regular teaching assignment. This will be one of the 
finest aids the two towns could provide to assist in the establishment of 
the new school. 


In closing I thank everyone who has had a part in making the Schools 
of Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne such excellent places for the youth 
and adults of the three towns. 


I thank the children for their enthusiastic responsiveness and co-op- 
eration to their teachers and myself, for their friendly and honest attitudes 
to their associates and for their general fine conduct and deportment in 
our schools and as they represent their communities elsewhere in the 
State. I thank the principals, teachers, clerks, cafeteria helpers, custodi- 
ans, health personnel, and bus drivers for their interest in and devotion 
to their tasks. I thank the several school committees, all of which are 
composed of intelligent and dedicated persons anxious to provide the 
best possible education for the children yet ever mindful of their re- 
sponsibility to avoid unnecessary expenditures of public funds. 


Lastly, I thank the citizens of the three communities for their finan- 
cial and moral support of the children, teachers, administrators, and 
school committee members. Without the aid of all mentioned, the pro- 
gram of public education would never attain the goals all honest citizens 
of our area desire. } 


I strongly urge all citizens to visit the schools regularly and often 
in order that they may become aware of the work being done and the 
progress being made. Do not wait for a formal invitation or the opening 
of a new building, visit now! Your assistance, suggestions, understand- 
ing, and cooperation are essential to a well-rounded program of education.

I submit the fifth annual report of the Colrain Central School. 


_. School opened September fourth with a registration of 246 pupils. 
The distribution by grades is as follows: 
Grade I 30 Mrs. Alyce Streeter, teacher 
Grade II 28 Mrs. Muriel Miller, teacher 
Grade III 34 Mrs. Ruby Root, teacher 
Grade IV 30 Mrs. Lyndal Denison, teacher 
Grade V 31 Mrs. Dorothy Quinn, teacher 
Grade VI 28 Mrs. Marian Byron, teacher 
Grade VII 37 Raymond Amnott, teacher 
Grade VIII 28 Mrs. Gertrude Streeter, teacher 


As in several prior years, we have the same teachers for the respective 
grades. This factor contributes much to the general stability of our 
educational program. George Call is again eur custodian and is still 
doing his usual excellent work. 


Our cafeteria, however, has undergone a change in personnel. Mrs. 
Marian Call resigned as dietician as did also Mrs. Natalie Worden who 
was one of Mrs. Call’s assistants. We were fortunate in obtaining Mrs. 
Sarah Coombs as dietician to take Mrs. Call’s place. Mrs. Lillian Rosen- 
burg is working as assistant in the place of Mrs. Worden. Mrs. Rebecca 
Coutu is the third member of the cafeteria staff. 


Our educational program. is progressing well, especially our reading. 
Since instituting a correlated reading program and obtaining the services 
of Mrs. Helen Carpenter as a corrective reading teacher, the average 
reading level of our children has improved. This is especially noticeable 
in the upper grades. 


We have added a new course to our curriculum—namely “thrift”. 
One is often led to believe that thriftiness is old fashioned. Perhaps 
this trend is caused by our way of living today. We buy on the install- 
ment plan, our economy is cushioned with health and medical plans and 
unemployment insurance, and our later years have been made more secure 
with social security and retirement programs. These “cushions” could 
easily cause us to lose our desire to save. But do we want to lose this 
desire which is a basic requisite for sound character development? A 
nationally known economist has said that the American people could 
prevent the spiral of inflation that has been plaguing us by saving only 
five cents a day. This being so, we should encourage a desire for thrift 
among the children. 
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If thrift is old fashioned then the boys and girls in our school are 
old fashioned in this sense. They have done their share to prevent in- 
flation. Since the beginning of our school savings plan, January 25, 1957, 
the children have saved a total of $3,908.20. I believe this to be a 
wonderful achievement. The Franklin Savings Institution, with whom, we 
have our savings program, says that we have done an outstanding job 
for a school of our size. At present 226 of our children have accounts 
in our savings plan. 


To the children, “Keep up the good work you have begun.” To the 
parents, “You have another reason to be proud of your children, En- 
courage them to keep up their saving plan regularly.” 


To the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools I wish to 
express my thanks for their help and guidance; to a faculty that is 
second to none, my humble gratitude for helping to keep our school 
such a good one.

Report of Principal 
Arms Academy 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I submit herewith my second annual report as principal of Arms 
Academy. 


Probably the most notable achievement was the successful inauguration 
of our local scholarship drive under the direction of our Guidance Officer. 
In its initial year contributions in excess of seven hundred dollars were 
received. The response by organizations in the area town to the appeal has 
been very generous. We hope to continue the appeal yearly in order to 
build up a capital fund of sufficient size to help students continue their 
education beyond high school. In response to many requests we plan te 
broaden the base of the participants to include not only organizations but 
also industries and individuals as well. It might be of general interest to 
you to know that the members of last year’s graduating class going on to 
college received total financial assistance of more than four thousand dol- 
lars. These young people have not been in post-secondary schools long 
enough for us to get progress reports on their work, although we do know 
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that at least one has been accepted for advanced placement by the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts; however, the twenty-four members of the class of 
1956 who went on to school received “A” or “B” in 65 of the 129 courses 
taken, as against only three failing grades, two of which were received by 
non-certified students. A certain measure of credit for this success should 
be given to our capable and loyal Faculty who have worked with these 
and other students in both academic and extra curricular activities. As a 
group our teachers have been actively interested in all phases of student 
life. 


In spite of the success of our graduates in schools of higher education 
our over-all academic picture leaves room for improvement. There are 
still too many young people who receive failing grades simply because they 
are unwilling to make an effort, and there are others who could do honor 
work but are satisfied merely to pass their courses. In an attempt to im- 
prove this situation we have continued the policy of requiring students 
with low or failing grades to report for extra instruction at least one af- 
ternoon per week in each subject in which they are deficient. In addition 
we send home reports of failures every five weeks. This program succeed- 
ed in reducing our total number of failures last June; and this fall, despite 
a high rate of absence caused by the flu, about twenty per cent of our 
students were on the honor roll while there were fewer failing grades than 
there were in the corresponding period of last year. Hence I believe we are 
making progress in this area. We feel that parents can give additional help 
in this matter by providing proper conditions for study at home, by insist- 
ing that their children study for a reasonable length of time each night, and 
by encouraging them to be regular in their attendance at school. 


In this discussion of academic work I would like to call your attention 
to Time Magazine’s report of a survey of 38 outstanding high schools in 
the United States. The surveyor, Mr. Robert Marschner, wrote to the 
principals of these schools to find out what made ‘a good school good.” 
They credited their school’s success to many factors, but most indicated 
that the decisive factor was old-fashioned hard work. It is also interesting 
to note that the majority of these outstanding schools give frequent tests 
and examinations, assign long hours of home work, and spend generously 
on their libraries — indicating there is no easy, magic road to knowledge. 


We have also given considerable thought to our extra-curricular ac- 
tivities program in an attempt to give it better balance. This fall we ex- 
panded work in field hockey in the girl’s physical education classes with 
the hope that by next year we can field a team for interscholastic and in- 
tramural competition. This would give the girls a fall sport in addition to 
their teams in basketball and softball. We would like to do some work 
in track for boys, but at the present time lack of facilities handicaps this 
venture. We are, however, investigating this situation in hope of finding 4 
solution.

In the non-athletic areas we have also made some additions. This 
year we introduced public speaking as part of the required work in the 
sophomore English course and hope eventually to expand this into our 
schedule of extra curricular activities. We did have four students take 
part in the Voice of Democracy Contest sponsored by the local Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. Early this fall we organized a debate club and this 
winter will participate in interscholastic debating as a member of the Con- 
necticut Valley Debate League, which is made up of teams from eight high 
schools in the valley. 


Through the generosity of the Shelburne Falls Community Antenna 
Service we are now connected with the TV line and can use this medium 
to enrich both our classroom instruction and our other activities. We also 
plan to continue to try to interest students in affairs of government by en- 
couraging them to participate in the Student Government Days sponsored 
at both state and local levels. The first program is now well established; 
the second was sponsored for the first time last year by the Franklin 
County Selectmen's Association to try to interest high school people in 
learning about local government. The enthusiasm with which our local 
town officials cooperated last year makes us predict even greater success 
for this program another year. 


During this school. year the attitude and spirit of our students has 
generally been excellent. Almost without exception they .have cooperated 
fully in the-various phases of our school program. This is:especially evi- 
dent in the corridors and cafeteria, where there is none of the disorder that 
is a serious problem in many high schools. In short, I feel that you can 
be proud of these young people.

Music Supervisors Report 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Music in the Buck- 
land, Colrain, and Shelburne Schools. 


In preparing this report, I would like to list a few general objectives 
of music education as listed in the booklet “The Function of Music in the 
School Curriculum”. 


1. Music education gives young people the opportunity to find a 
richer life, and assists in developing an integrated person. 


2. Music education, through group activities offers effective ways 
of developing cooperation, discipline, personal initiative, individual 
responsibility, and human relations. 


3. Through the performance of music, there is developed the combina- 
tion of mental and muscular control and coordination. 


4. Music education develops good work habits. . 


5. Music education contributes to the development of citizenship by 
helping to produce an integrated personality. 


The progressive program is being continued in music, as in the past. 
This advances from the simple rote songs of the first and second grades, 
on up through the part singing in the upper grades. Continued emphasis is 
placed on improvement of the reading ability. I believe this to be of con- 
siderable value to the child all through his life. 


The tonette program in the fourth grades continues. This program 
seems to be very popular with the boys and girls. 


There are at present 54 students: Buckland 16, Colrain 25, Shelburne 
13, taking instrumental lessons. This is a decrease from last year. I am in 
hopes that this situation is only temporary. I would note that there have 
been fewer boys and girls taking up an instrument in the last year or two 
than in former years, I would further note that there have been far too 
many instrumental casualties; boys and girls who are doing well on an 
instrument, and then for no apparent reason, drop it. This is of great 
concern to me. I would certainly appreciate any help and encouragement 
that parents might give to their children, relative to this matter. 


The Union Elementary Band performed at the graduation exercises. 
A similar program is in progress this year. The Girls Glee Club and other 
choral groups from all of the towns made several public appearances during 
the year. 
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The Arms Academy Band has 49 members at present. This is the 
largest band that we have had but to keep it at this number, there will have 
to be more students taking up instruments and staying with them faith- 
fully. From this group of 49, (11) are Colrain students, (11) Buckland, 
and (27) Shelburne. 


The band participated in the following events during the past year: 
all football’ games, Booster Day Rally, Franklin County Fair, several bas- 
ketball games, United Fund Parade, Western Massachusetts Music Fes- 
tival, Memorial Day (Colrain), the Annual Spring Concert, and Grad- 
uation. 


Two Arms students participated in the All State Concert in North- 
ampton, as members of the chorus. 


The Arms Chorus numbered 110 members and performed well in 
their public appearances. 


For the continued support of the teachers, school officials, and 
townspeople, I am grateful.

Art Supervisor's Report 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Art for the Buck- 
land, Colrain, and Shelburne Schools. 


The purpose of this report is to show how and why we should judge 
children’s art by standards that are basic in the evaluation of all great art 
— contemporary, historic, primitive, adult or child. All of these should be 
tested by the same fundamental definition of art: ART IS THE EFFEC- 
TIVE, EXPRESSION OF ORIGINAL IDEAS THROUGH THE 
ORGANIZED USE OF LINE, COLOR AND TEXTURE. 


Ideas are the most fundamental prerequisite to the quality of any ex- 
pression. Children have IDEAS. They are original. They know where to 
get them. A view of children’s work reveals a tremendous variety of ideas. 


Often the work is even more original than that of mature artists. 
Children’s ideas are usually a more natural result of their own exper- 
iences. They are excited about, everything that happens, Even little things 
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which adults ignore are stimulating to children. Vitally aware of all the 
things they see and do every day, children are filled with enthusiasm. They 
remember them and cannot wait to tell about them. 


They are so curious about their world that they ask countless questions, 
wanting to know more and more. What makes the rocket go? How does 
television work? What makes the stars twinkle? Why is it hot in summer? 


They are especially thrilled by new experiences. A chance to see a big 
league ball game, fire engines, jet planes, — these are the exciting sub- 
‘jects they thrill to see. Then there are those they imagine in a make-be- 
lieve world all their own; strange birds, dragons, etc. Their imagination is 
a storehouse of new ideas. 


The EXPRESSION of their ideas is another basic factor in the qual- 
ity of all great art. Children meet this requirement in spite of the fact that 
they lack the skill and technical knowledge of the trained artist. 


Children are not afraid to work directly because they know exactly 
what they want to say. They don’t hesitate. They draw and paint as na- 
turally as they play because they want to do it very much. If they are not 
inhibited by adult standards, they don’t worry about their results. The act 
of drawing and painting is more important to them. 


Because they are stimulated by the intensity of their ideas, children 
find a way to express them. Adult artists also depend on the depth of their 
convictions, which are the result of their experiences. However, many of 
them fail to utilize their own experiences as a basis for their expression. 


Adult artists often fall back on the crutch of copying others whom 
they consider superior. In contrast to this kind of influenced work, children 
are more honest. They draw only the most essential things as they see and 
know them. Often they make the head unusually big or small; sometimes 
they make strange combinations of top and side views of the tables, chairs, 
or automobiles. Such distortions are not intentional. They are a natural re- 
sult of their efforts to show things as they understand them. 


Children’s distortions must not be ridiculed merely because they are 
unreal, especially since a review of all the greatest art of all times through 
all ages of history reveals that distortion is frequently desirable and even 
necessary to help convey ideas more clearly. 


That they are resourceful in the use of their materials and able to 
originate their own techniques to say what they mean is obvious when we 
consider some of the examples shown in the classrooms. One of the pic- 
tures shows the use of a combination of mediums and materials. This re- 
sourcefulness in creating and originating techniques is used as a means 
to expressing their ideas better. 
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The third phase of our definition: DESIGN QUALITY through the 
organized use of design elements, line, color, and texture will now be con- 
sidered. How does children’s work rate in relation to such principles as 
unity, dominance, subordination, variety and_ balance? 


It is generally true that the children who have ideas, use an amazingly 
well conceived orderly arrangement of their lines, colors, textures, shapes, 
and forms to express them. They have an innate sense of design stimulated 
by their desire to express their ideas better. To show all the things they 
want to tell about in their drawing, they unconsciously plan and organize 
their space to have room for it all. 


Younger children organize their picture as to relative importance ot 
the various parts. They achieve dominance and emphasis through their 
interest in making largest the things that they like best or want to show 
up most. Their work has unity because they have a conception of their 
ideas and pictures as a whole. They have well-balanced arrangements be- 
tween big things and small, bright and dull, rough and smooth, because 
of their natural interest in variety and change. 


As these children grow older they are more influenced and often in- 
hibited by adult working methods and standards. They frequently lose this 
innate sense of design and must then learn to consciously plan and or- 
ganize their use of design elements in order to achieve a unified result for 
the expression of their ideas. With proper guidance and instruction they 
gain confidence, technical skill and facility, and gradually develop the 
ability to express their ideas- with the freedom and ease equal to that of 
young children, but supplemented by more mature and profound ideas. 


I hope that this report will help parents judge child art on the basis 
Cette, 1s EXPRESSION and DESIGN QUALITY.

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School Nurse’s Report 


The weights and measures of all children were taken in September 
with the assistance of the teachers. The Massachusetts Vision Tests were 
given in the fall, and the audiometer tests were given in the winter. Parents 
were notified of defects and were cooperative in having them corrected. 


Physial examinations by Dr. Olson, of grades 1, 5, and 8 were given, 
and parents notified of defects needing further attention. 


The dental program has been continued in the school. A dental com- 
mittee of four students from the eighth grade was formed under supervi- 
sion of Miss Genevieve Ely, dental hygienist from the Connecticut Valley 
District of Massachusetts Department of Public Health. They visited each 
grade regularly and encouraged the children to visit their dentists. This 
was a new program due to the fact that the dental hygienist was unable 
to be in our school as in the past few years. It proved to be a good pro- 
gram and will be tried again. 


The clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping cough and te- 
tanus was at the school in the spring. 151 pre-school and school age chil- 
dren attended. All children enrolled in grade 1 have been immunized. 


A. three-day Well Child Conference was conducted at the school in 
June with the cooperation and assistance of the P.T.A., parents, and other 
interested people. Dr. John Olson was the physician and Mrs. Vesta 
Coombs was the nutritionist. 119 pre-school children attended. 53% of the 
enrolled first grade attended. 


A clinic to complete the Salk Vaccine Program was conducted at the 
school for children under twenty years of age. 332 children attended; 309 
of whom received their third or Booster innoculation.

The program of giving Salk vaccine was continued during the year 
and now most of the school children have had all three doses. 


The general health and nutrition of most of the children continues to 
be favorable.
